AGAINST SHIPOWNERS 


Reformist Union Officials Sabotaged Workers Struggle 
Against Wage Cuts

WELLINGTON, Zealand, 
May (By Mail)- trans- 
port workers here have set an ex- 
ample for other countries to follow. 

Trouble with the shipowners and 
traitorous union officials started 
May 2. After weeks of round-table 
conferring with waterside union of- 
ficials, the owners slashed wages 
and worsened their conditions. The 
officials only made excuses, say- 
ing: “If the watersiders walk off 
the job, the unemployed will walk 
in.” 
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OFFICIALS BETRAY 

For the seamen, a 20% cut in 
wages was threatened. Pie-card of- 
ficials offered an alternative of 
10%, with a plebicite vote through- 
out New Zealand for an additional 
5% cut in three months. Due to the 
slimy methods of the officials, they 
succeeded in putting over the 5% 
additional cut on the Auckland, 
Dunedin and Lyttleton members, 
even after the plebicite vote had 
rejected it by a 15 to 1 majority. 

In Wellington, 400 members 
unanimously rejected the cut. The 
owners thought this was a bluff 
and with the sabotage of union of- 
ficials tried to foree through their 
settlement. 

The first ship due to sail was the 
R. M. S. “Maunganue,” but the 
members, in spite of the officials, 
called a meeting to stop the sail- 
ing. Delegates from all the ships in 
port gathered and decided that no 
Ship would leave the wharfs that 
night. Next morning a special 
meeting of the rank and file de- 
cided against the new wages and 
set up a committee of six to act 
with tae union council to guard 
against betrayals in further nego- 
tiations. From this meeting a. call 


Aan eRe ee A he Oe 
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was sent out to other ports and 
within 48 hours every seaman in 
New Zealand had decided to strike. 
Walsh, president of the Seamen’s 
Union of N. Z., and a renegade from 
the Communist Party, brought An- 
derson, secretary of the Auckland 
branch here, to help sabotage the 
strike, but both failed. 
SOLIDARITY SHOWN 

The cooks and waiters came out, 
refusing to sail with scab seamen 
and firemen. A rank and file com- 
mittee was elected to act with the 
council. It took three days for the 
first ship to hire a erew of scabs 
despite 100,000 unemployed in the 
country. These scabs were rushed 
from the company’s offices in mo- 
tor trucks with a guard of police. 
All the crew was off the ship, and 
just before sailing the stewards and 
the 3rd mate walked off. 

Waterside workers refused to 
handle the scab cargoes after the 
union crews walked off. Within a 
week the shipowners offered to re- 
instate the old agreement, with a 
2%% cut. 

PREVENTED SAILINGS 

Wonderful solidarity was shown 
by the seamen during the strike. 
They divided the membership into 
sroups of 4, picketing the wharfs, 
day and night, to successfully 
prevent any ships from going to 
sea, The rank and file committees 
led the way to victory in the strike.
